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Tages on morality and decency are the very 
things which have caused the suppression 

convents in other countries. They are too 
much even fur Spaniards, Portuguese, and 
South Americans; and North Americans can- 


not and will not endure them. 
Some light is thrown by this volume, on the 


opposition which Miss Monk's disclosures have 
drawn forth from, some of the Canadians. It 
declates that numbers of civilians, officers and 
others are occasionally admitted into the Nun- 
nery for purposes of a criminal nature, and al. 
though names are not mentioned, enough is 
said on this subject, to produce, if true, a strong 
sensatiun among those concerned. ; 
One remark more before closing this notice 
of the “Further Disclosures.” ‘The public 
may rest assured, that this book has not heen 
written with mercenary designs. Miss Monk 
was pursuaded by her friends to furnish the 
materials; and yet measures have been taken 
to secure the profits of it for the support of her- 
self and her child; those who have devoted 
time and labor fo it, in no case having received 
more than a fair reward for them, at the com-

It is probably known to yourself, and perhaps to 


many of your readers, that the New Hampshire Bap- 
tist Convention some few years since appointed a large 
committee to prepare an expression of the faith of the 
denomination in relation to the doctrines of the gos- 
pel, in the hope that the churches in that State Would 
be led to adoptit. Desirous that our Charches in 
this state may have an opportunity to read it, I send 
you acopy of it. Some among us may be sufficiently 
pleased with it, to adopt it, as some Baptist Churches 
have done, besides those in New Hampshire. An uni- 
formity in Church articles, is on many accounts desir- 
able. I may say something on this subject hereafter. 
I will just add that in the regular copy, appropriate 


passages of Scriptures are referred to under each head.

1. Of the Scriptures. —We believe the Holy 
Bible was written by men divinely inspired, 
and is a perfect treasure of heavenly instruc.

PRINCIPLES OF VEGETATION. 


Wheats—At the British Association in Bris. 
tol, Mr. O. Webb Hall read # commmunica- 
tion “On the acceleration of the growth of 
Wheat.” He called the attention of the meet. 
ing to a statement of facis, by which it would 
be seen that the usual period allotted to the oc- 
cupation of the ground fur a crop of wheat 
might be very materially abridged. At an av. 
erage this might be estimated at ten months, 
though 12 and 13 were not unusual, and 8 might 
be considered as their shortest period for the 
ordinary wheat. By a selection of particular 
seed, and achoice of peculiar situation, wheat 
sown in March, has been on different occa 
sions, ripened before the middle of August, a 

eriod scarcely exceeding five months. Mr. 
Hall considered it an unquestionable law of 
vegetation, that the offspring of a plant of 
early maturity seeks to become so likewise, 
even when placed in unpropitious circumstan- 
ces, and that it recedes with reluctance from 
the condition of its parent. Hence the sced of 
a crop which has been 2 pom in five months, 
has a better prospect of producing her crop 
equally accelerated, than that from a crop 
which has been longer in ripening. He also 
asserted, thet the actelération of a crop has 
been farther promoted by a thick sowing, 


. * ad 
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which might be covsidered advantageous in 
checking and stopping the mildew. 

Dr. Richardson reletred to the remark of 
Humbolt, that, in South America the wheat 
crop was ripened in 90 days {rom the period of 
sowing, and stated that about Hudson’s Bay 
this period was only 70 days. He suggested 
the probable advantages that might arise from 
importing seed from the latter country for the 
purpose of Mr. Hall’s views; but this gentle- 
man stated that he had found that seed import- 
ed from a distanve, (and he had tred some 
from ltaly,) was liable to become diseased. 
As connected with the subject of the acceler- 
ation of the growth of seeds, Professor Hens- 
low mentioned results of experiments which 
he had tried upon seeds of a specics of Aca- 
cia, sent by Sir John Herschell, from the Cape 
of Good Hope, with directions that they 
should be steeped in boiling water before they 
were sown, Some of these were kept at the 
boiling temperature 7, 9, and 16 minutes, re- 
spectively, and had yet germinated very readi- 
ly in the open border; while those which had 
not been steeped did not vegetate. It was 
suggested that these facis might lead to bene. 
ficial resulis, by showing agriculturists that 
they may possibly be able to steep various 
seeds in water, sufficient enough to destroy 
certain fungi or insects, known to be destruct- 
ive to them, without injuring the vital princi- 
ple of the seed itself. Mr. Hope mentioned a 
practise common in some parts of Spain, of 
baking corn to a certain extent, by exposing 
it to a temperature of 150 degrees or upwards, 
for the purpose of destroying an insect by 
which it was liable to be attacked. Dr. Rich- 
ardson mentioned that the seeds sold in China 
fot the European market were previously boil. 
ed, for the purpose of desiroying their vitality, 
as the jealousy of that people made them anx- 
ious to prevent their exportation in a fitted 
state fur germination. Upon sowing these 
seeds he had, nevertheless, observed that some 
few of them were still capable of vegetating. 


AURORA BULEALIS. 

On the evening of the 25:h of January, 1837, there 
was Witneseed im this vicmity, the most bridle, 
splendid, and in every respect, most interesting ane 
remarkable Aurora Borealis that wus ever ecen i 
these latitudes. Exhibitions of such unspeakabl 
grandeur, are not unirequent in the polar regiois, 
but are never, or seldom seen beiow sixty degrees ol 
north latitude. ‘There exists no record ofa plie- 
nomenon within the region of the U. States, wines 
can be compared toi. every person who viewe: 
it, must be sensible ol the entire madequacy of a 
verbal description, to punt to the eye andthe ap- 
preliension ol another, the Matjesue sublinmity Ol thie 
scene. | eball not attempt it—my object: being 
merely to record alew lacts, as the result ol iny ob 
sersauion. 

When I first noticed the phenomenon, at halt 
past six veclock, here appeared then to be forming 
two arches of unusual brilianey, each about 5 de- 
grees in width at their base, issuing up trom a bank 
of umbrageous vapor, which rested, all around, in 
the northern horizo, to ahe wit of 10 or 15 de- 
grees. ‘These arelics, theoue tu the W. N. We-t, 
and the oer E.N. Enet, sent up, with a quick 
Wavy motion, a stream of crimson light, io au alti. 
tude of 45 degrees, not very much tinitke the com- 
meneementol a rambow while yet the two lowe: 
segmentsof the bow are foreet, but with thisd fF r- 
ence, the stieanss shot up listraigin lines towards a 
common centre, or focus, near the Plenmdes. At 
15 minutes belvre 7, the number, henght, and vivid- 
neas of these streams bad surprisingly tereased. 
They now not ouly shot up higher, with a quicker 
motion, and adeeper red, but they expanded ove 
abroader uzinenh of the herzon. ‘Ther prismatic 
colors wsenmed a deeper crimson as their bi eadta di- 
minished. ‘Their form, ta general, reseubled the 
zunesof an artificial giobe, mverted, untlorosly con- 
verging from their base ty a common focus, a li- 
tle south ofthe zenith, 

Liook some pitins to necertainthe trae point of 
convergence to which the tifinite variety 0} coruses- 
tious cones, pyran.ids, and shee s of flume aepired, 
As the stars ehiove i full luete near the zenith, 
was not difficult to fix this point, at farthest, within | 
au degree or sv. 


Accordingly, Lobeerved, that all | 
the pencils ol flame had a commou apex, ina line | 
vetween Eta Tauri and Eta Gemini, and that this 
pot did not follow the apparent Westward motion 
of the celestial sphere, butscemed to maintain ear- | 
ly the same postion near the zevith, the stars pase | 
ing by itat the rate of a fourth of a degree ia | 
minute.* ‘The north polar distance therefore, of the | 
convergent point, was almost exactly equal to the 
complement of the obliquity of the ecliptic, or about 
67 degrees.

Itis not meant to be stated that the Au- 
rora at any time ehot up from the south, but that 
the pearly light from the north, ekirted witha 
beautilul pea green, an! those of a yellowish grey 
fom the N. West and N. E., fringed with violet, 
withthe broader arches of crimson and purple 
which shot up, simultaneously, fiom the east and 
west, all met ina focus inmediam coeli, and thence 
diverged again southwardly, exhibiting an order of 
appearances the reverse of that which had marked 
ite progress towards the zenith fiom the  north.— 
‘The base of the Aurora now occupied more than 
200 degrees, or more than half the circumterence 


of the entire horizon. It was, | think, at this pe- 
riod, that the aurora had arrived at the meridian 
and summit of its splendor ; for soon after, the 
flashes beenme less frequent and vivid—the diver- 
gence from the zenith towards tie south disappear- 
ed, and the light trom the north streamed not up so 
far towards the zenith. ;
